The coronation cloth- 
ing of the emperor and empress cost 
together 1150,000 francs, and that of the 
courtiers 150,000. For ornaments of 
various kinds 700,000 francs were ex- 
pended, nnd for memorial mtxtals 23,000. 
All told, the cost of the coronation wa.1 
about 5,000,000 frames. 
N» monarch of 


the ancient regime expended KO muuh 
ou a similar occasion. Napoleon I., 
however, was never erabarran&ed finan- 
cially. He kept his private treasury, 
as well as the. state treasury, in the 
best order. Far from aRovirtBC his pur- 
veyors to take udvajititge of him, he 
examined every bill, even for tho most 
insignificant thing which wan pur- 
chased for hiscourt. Almost invariably 
the merchants were obliged to lower 
their prices." — Chicago Intejr-Ocoan.

Most salamanders live 
on insects, but the very large kinds eat 
pretty nearly everything as a rule. 
!'\>r instance, the Japanese species is 
omnivorous. So far us 1 am aware, 
none of the salamanders are considered 
good to eat^, by civilized num at all 
events. Two years ago I obtained a 
specimen of the only known species of 
blind salamander. It came 
from a 


cave in Missouri. 
A so-railed blind 


siilamauder exists in certain caves of 
Austria, but it is not a true salaman- 
der, though it would come under the 
popular definition, being a batrachinn 
with a tail. 


"One 
peculiar thing about salaman- 


dci-s ih that they ar« not as large when 
full grown ns when they are partly de- 
velop*-d. That seems afnnny paradox, 
does it not? You see, salamanders go 
through u metamorphosis during their 
lifetime, as frogs do, though 
the 


change is not so marked. They have 
a larval periixl, as the tadpole is the 
larva of the fn>g. 
On becoming adult 


they shrink up considerably. During 
the larval period they have gills like 
a fish, which usnally become rndimen- 
Uiry later on. An odd exception to 
this rule, is the 'axylotl' of Mexico, 
which dot's notnndcrgo any such meta- 
morphosis and never becomes adult in 
a scientific sense. In other words, it 
never reaches wiint is the final stage 
with other biiliimn.n<lers, butulwayKre- 
mairiR u larva. 


"Axyolotis of different species are 


found in various parts of the United 
States, but they do undergo the change 
and become, adult. 
However, if you 


keep one of them in water and prevent 
it from escaping, it will remain a larva 
always and will undergo no metamor- 
phosis. In order to change, it has to 
g*t on dry land. 
Having Iwcome a 


land animal, its external gills disap- 
pear, being no longer required for 
breathing in water. 
The ilexican 


axylotl never goes on land—at all 
events, not for a longer tirao than its 
gills will remain wet.

Hut prof.inn 
hands took them from the tomb to drag 
them in the mud." And this eye-wit- 
ness added: "I placed my hands upon 
the hands of the dead king with a cer- 
tain respect that I could not overcome, 
although I was a true republican." 


Hut soon the. crowd became embold-
